The 
last legislature 
was 
heavily 
Democratic in both branches. 
The congressmen elected are: 
First district— Ascher (J. Hinds of 
Portland, R epublican. 
Second district— D. J. McGillicuddy 
of Lewiston. Democrat. 
Third district— Forest 
Goodwin 
of 
SkowhegHn. R epublican. 
Fourth district 
Frank E. Guernsey 
of Dover, R epublican. 
Hinds, M cGillicuddy and Guernsey 
w»re re-elected. 
The Democrats went Into the state 
struggle this fall on the defensive, 
having won control of the state gov- 
ernment in the election of 1910. 
They 
based their campaign almost wholly 
on national issues, although defending 
their course in the state adm inistra­ 
tion. 
The R epublicans used state is­ 
sues entirely as the weapons of attack 
and refused to be drawn into any dis­ 
cussion of national affairs. 
The Progressive element of the R e­ 
publicans was in full control of party 
machinery, but with the approval of 
Colonel R oosevelt a split was post­ 
poned until after the state struggle. 
Many of the leading state speakers in 
the campaign which ended with the 
election announced that they wrere no 
longer in the R epublican ranks, but 
would 
take 
the stump 
immediately 
for Colonel R oosevelt for president. 


R epublicans Make Gains. 


The 
R epublican 
organization 
was 
able to bring out a greater vote for 
Haines than was given for Fernald. 
the party candidate who was defeated 
tw’o years ago, while the Democratic 
vote for Plaisted showed a falling off 
from that of 1910. 
In the First congressional district 
Congressman Ascher C. Hinds, the only 
outspoken Tuft candidate in the e le c ­ 
tion. showed an increase in his vote 
of two years ago and tirst returns 
teemed to indicate his re-election over 
M. T. O ’Brien, 
his 
Democratic 
op­ 
ponent 
The fight in the Second district was 
c) se, but the early returns indicated 
the re-election of Congressman D. J. 
McGillicuddy, Democrat, hv a reduced 
margin over W illiam B. Skelton. R e­ 
publican. 
In the Third district Congressman 
Sntnu* 1 W. Gould, Democrat, who won 
two >ears ago, apparently had been 
defeated for re-election on the face of 
the early returns by Forest Goodwin, 
R epublican.

Democrat, with

10.— Governoi 
Woodrow W ilson, in an address be 
fore the New York Press club, ques­ 
tioned tlie ability of leaders of the 
Progressive party if elected to carry 
out any part of the policies of its plat 
form 
Much of the speech was de­ 
voted to an analysis of the Progres­ 
sive party plans, although he gave 
some attention to the record of the 
R epublican party and predicted a vic­ 
tory for united Democracy. 
He said 
in part: 
“ There is a great deal of difference 
between the R epublican party and cer­ 
tain groups of gentlemen who have 
been allowed to lead and direct the 
R epublican 
party. 
The 
R epublican 
party, as represented by these men. is 
the very party which has got us into 
the difficulties we are now 
trying to 
get 
out of. 
I do not have 
to prove 
that, because we have got into those 
difficulties in the last fifteen years 
and during the last fifteen years that 
party has been in power. 
If it did not 
get us into these difficulties, who did? 
“ Mark you, I am not saying that 
the leaders of the party knew 
that 
they were doing us an evil or that! 
they intended to do us an evil. 
For j 
my 
part 1 am much more afraid of j 
the man who does a bad 
thing and 
does not know it is bad than of the 
man who does a bad thing and knows 
it is bad, because I think that in pub­ 
lic affairs stupidity is more dangerous 
than knavery, because harder to fight 
and dislodge. 


Cannot Escape Alliance. 


“ These gentlemen, 
whatever 
may 
have been their intentions, linked the 
government of the United States with 
the men who control the big finances 
of the United States. 
They may have 
done it innocentlj’, or they may have 
done it corruptly, without affecting 
my argument at all. 
And they them­ 
selves cannot escape from that a lli­ 
ance. 
“ Here is the old question of cam- j 
paign funds: 
If I take $100,000 from , 
a group of men representing a particu- | 
lar interest that has big stake in a 
certain schedule of the tariff I take it 
with the knowledge that most of those 
gentlemen w ill expect me not to for­ 
get their Interest in that schedule and 
that they will take it as a point of im­ 
plicit honor that 1 should see to it 
that they were not damaged by too 
great a change in that schedule. There­ 
fore, if I take their money I am bound 
to them by a sort of tacit pledge of 
honor and if I desert them I change 
the whole character of the govern- 
menL 
"T h e men I am interested in are 
the men who never have their voices 
heard, who never got a line in the 
newspapers, who n< ver got a moment 
| on the platform, who never have ac­ 
cess to the ears of governors or of 
anybody who is responsible for the 
conduct of government, but who go 
silently and patiently to their work 
every day, carrying the burden of the 
world. 


Only Part of the People. 


“ How are they to be understood, if 
only the masters of finance are con­ 
sulted? 
The masters of finance ought 
to be consulted, because they are a 
part 
of 
the 
people 
of the 
United 
States, but they ought to be consult­ 
ed only in proportion as they are part 
of the people of the United States 
“ There is a large body of R epublic­ 
ans now in open rebellion. 
And what 
interests me about them and draws 
me to them is that they are in revolt 
because 
their conscience 
could 
not 
stand what was going on. 
That third 
party deserves your careful consid­ 
eration when you are debating which 
party you are going to support. 
I 
would he ashamed of myself if 1 did 
not realize and admit that some of

TORNADO SWEEPS 


FOUR TOWNSHIPS 


North Dakota Farmers Suffei 


Heavy Property Loss. 


Devils Lake, N. D., Sept. 10.— Prop­ 
erty valued at approximately $78,000 
was destroyed in a tornado that swept 
through four townships 
in 
R am sey 
county. The storm started its destruc­ 
tion in the region of Edm ore, travel­ 
ing southwest thirty miles to the vicin­ 
ity of Webster. 
No lives were lost 
and no one was injured so far as can 
be learned. Some farmers lost heavily 
when the storm picked up their shocks 
of grain and scattered the products of 
the harvest in all directions. 
One of the largest churches in the 
farming section of the state, the Luth­ 
eran church in Cleveland township, 
was picked up from its foundations 
and carried quite a distance. 
The 
building was completely demolished. 
The townships visited by the storm 
were North Cato. Central Cleveland. 
Central Freshw ater and South W eb­ 
ster. 
W h ile the damage to farm buildings 
in the path of the storm w ill run into 
thousands of dollars the heaviest loss 
w ill be found to be on the grain. 
Practically all

in 
the four 
townships visited by the storm is re­ 
ported 
to have been 
scattered by the 
wind. 
Shocks were tossed into 
the 
air and carried for miles. Stacks were 
ripi>ed 
asunder and strewn over 
the 
entire country.

head when all the cabinet officers are 
in the city and the president is away 
as If they were all absent. 
No cabinet officer is the head of the 
government. 
No cabinet officer can 
run 
another 
department 
when 
the 
chief is away. 
The fact is that In 
nearly all the departments there are 
men who are more c a p a b le of running 
the 
routine 
business 
than 
the 
real 
heads, and that is about all that is 
transacted in the summer months. 


Great Deal of Fiction. 
There is a great deal of fiction aliout 
the conduct of the government. 
For 
the most part it would go along if 
there were no cabinet officers. 
There 
are certain things to be done, certain 
laws to tie executed, and the machin­ 
ery 
of 
government 
runs 
In 
such 
smooth and well worn grooves that 
nothing can stop it. 
The president 
goes to Panama, and the work goes 
on just the same. 
The cabinet offi­ 
cers go off for months at a time, the 
business runs along just the same. 
The government is much like the 
earth—it has a regular orbit, and no 
matter who goes or stays it does busi­ 
ness at the old stand. 


Diplomacy the Same. 
And take It in the Held of diplomacy, 
there Is still more fiction. 
The diplo­ 
mats all go off on vacations during the 
summer. 
One might suppose that all 
international communications had been 
severed 
by 
the 
advent 
of 
warm 
weather. 
Of course we all know that 
there is not very much to the diplo­ 
matic game, anyw ay, but the diplo­ 
mats. desiring to keep their places 
must make it appear like a real pro­ 
fession. 
The flight of the diplomats 
from 
Washington every 
summer is 
positive proof that there is little real 
need of their presence at any time. 


Bacon Handshaking. 
Senator 
Bacon 
is 
handshaking in 
Georgia, 
lie is making a campaign 
after he has been renominated for the 
senate instead of before. 
He Is sure 
of election for a fourth term, and if he 
were so Inclined he might spend the 
remainder of the summer in compara­ 
tive quiet. 
"1 must go around and see 
the 
people

them.’’ he said before leaving W ash 
Ington. 
“ I have not had time to see

Sept. 10.— Immense loss 
of life is reported in mail advices just 
received from Wenchow, in the prov­ 
ince of Chekiang. 
Chinese estimates give the death 
roll between 30,000 and 40,000 as the 
result of a typhoon, combined with 
torrential ruins and high tides which 
occurred Aug. 29. 
Great floods fol­ 
lowed and the upper Wen» how river 
overflowed a vast area. 
The town of Tsingtien, forty miles 
northwest 
of 
Wenchow, 
was 
over­ 
whelmed and 10,000 of the inhabitants j 
drowned. 
Various other towns and villag**s 
were destroyed and the prefecture at 
Chuchow, an

missionary 
station, was washed away. 
The typhoon of Aug 29 swept over 
several provinces on th»* eastern coast 
of China, Including Chekiang and Fu­ 
kien 
Previous telegraphic advices re­ 
ported great loss of life and damage 
to property around Foochow, the sea 
at th** mouth of th** Min river being 
strewn with hundreds of bodies.

A meeting exclusively for wo­ 
men was held in the Auditorium and

The colonel said he had not been in­ 
duced to take up the cause of woman 
suffrage by women who devoted their 
time to advocating it, but by what he 
had learned from women he ha»i con­ 
sulted in regard to other matters. 
He 
found that women like Miss Jan e Ad- 
dams of Chicago, he said. w~hom he 
had consulted with regard to social 
and economic conditions among work­ 
ers of their sex, were virtually all in 
favor of woman suffrage becaiw* they 
believed it would assist working wo­ 
men to improve their condition 


Good Influence of Women. 


Another condition in inducing him 
to accept this j>oint of view, he said, 
was the influence in behalf of good 
government which women had exer­ 
cised through the ballot in the W est­ 
ern states in which they already vote. 
"T h e argument that participation in 
politics 
will 
take 
women 
from the 
home," he continued, "is just as well 
grounded as it would he to say that 
men should not vote because K would 
take them from thejr business.
